A REBEL Labour councillor 
frustrated by the Government’s 
policies has jumped ship and 
joined the Conservatives. 

Tory strength in Haverhill has 
been further bolstered following 
Suffolk County councillor Philip 
French’s decision to join the party 

The party already 
dominates politics 
around the town and 
across the county and 
the move is a further 
blow to the Labour 
group which lost dis¬ 
trict council seats in 
the town in May’s local 
elections - including 
Cambridge Way resi¬ 
dent Coun French’s. 

His switch leaves the 
Tories holding all 
three county council ■ Coun Philip French 
seats in Haverhill. 

Explaining his decision, former lifelong 
Labour supporter Coun French said: “I have 
become increasingly disillusioned with the 
party, particularly over the European Union 
and lack of support for Her Majesty’s forces 
when overseas.” 

The move was welcomed by Coun Jeremy 
Pembroke, leader of the Conservative Group 
on the county council. He said: “I’m del¬ 
ighted to have Coun French as a member of 
the group. He is most welcome and I know 
he’ll make a good contribution to our affairs. 

“More and more people are becoming 
disillusioned with the Labour Government 
and finding themselves more in tune with 
what the Conservative Party stands for, both 
nationally and here in Suffolk. Coun 
French’s actions represent a wider feeling in 
society that Labour is failing.”

How Amy tackled 
mountain of debt

A young mum 

whose marriage 
crumbled in the 
face of mounting 
debts has managed to 
sort out her finances 
and is reunited with 
her husband after help 
from a local group. 

Amy James is just 25, but 
had reached breaking point 
about her debts when she 
sent an email to Haverhill- 
based Christians Against 
Poverty. With the help of 
advisor Henry Wilson she 
managed to get her 
finances back on track, then 
she and son Joshua, two, 
moved into a new home 
with husband Tom in June. 
Amy said: “We were very 
young when we met, and 
decided to buy a house in 
our early 20s. This was the 
start of the build-up of debt. 
Shortly after buying the 
house, we got married and I 
found out I was pregnant. 
Unfortunately, the 
pregnancy made me really 
ill so I couldn’t work. I was 
the main bread winner, we 
had no savings, and with 
the reduced income the 
debt just built up. 

“I was really poorly when I 
was pregnant, then Tom 
and I could not get on 
because we were so 
worried about the debts. I 
was in despair. I did not 
know where to turn ,and I 
was so ashamed about the 
mess we had got ourselves 
into. 

“Henry replied immediately 


and from then on they 
helped us sort out a budget 
and stick to it. They did not 
judge us at all. They just 
really helped us so much, it 
was wonderful. 
“Unfortunately we 
separated, which meant we 
had to sell the house. 
Thankfully this cleared all 
our debt, meaning we are 
now debt-free. 

“We are now back together 


and happier then we have 
ever been.” 

Henry Wilson, CAP’S 
Haverhill centre manager, 
said: “I care deeply about 
my local community. It’s 
such a privilege to be able 
to offer a real and sustain¬ 
able answer to this massive 
problem of debt. 

“To see the lives of people 
like Amy completely turned 
around brings me so much 


joy, and I feel honoured to 
serve the people of 
Haverhill and Cambridge in 
this way.”

Winning artist inspired by town life 


AN ARTIST has scooped a 
£15,000 prize after winning a 
national competition for a 
painting celebrating his life in 
Haverhill. 

Benjamin Sullivan beat six 
other finalists to claim the 
prestigious Lynn Painter- 
Stainers Prize. 

The winning artwork, titled 
New Life, contains two ele¬ 
ments: a Sunday morning scene 
featuring his girlfriend Ginnie, 
and the view from the window 
of the home in Duddery Road 


in which they live together. 

Benjamin, 30, said: “I am just 
absolutely amazed. The award 
presentation was great, and it 
felt brilliant. I am just chuffed 
to bits.” 

He was also presented with 
an engraved gold medal to 
commemorate his achievement. 

Benjamin was born in 
Grimsby, but says Haverhill is 
unlike anywhere else has lived 
before. 

And the inspiration he has 
gained from the Suffolk market 


town helped him beat off stiff 
competition more than 800 
entrants from all over the UK to 
win the title. 

He said: “I entered last year 
and was not even shortlisted. It 
is always a surprise if you get 
this far in a competition like 
this.” 

Benjamin is also a member of 
the New English Art Club and 
Royal Society of Portrait 
Painters. 

Now in its third year, the 
Lynn Painter-Stainers Prize 


aims to uncover hidden talent 
and give unknown artists the 
recognition they deserve. 

The six judges included 
Laura Gascoigne, visual art 
critic at The Spectator. 

Benjamin’s painting, with the 
works by the other finalists, 
will be on show at the Painters’ 
Hall, Little Trinity Lane, 
London, until Saturday. The 
gallery opens from 10am-4pm 
and admission is free.

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A ‘funny thing’ happened on the way to earth... 


EVERY so often you hear of 
someone who has pushed 
themselves through the pain 
barrier to raise money for a 
good cause. But Eileen 
Jarred took her heroic tale 
one step further - she broke 
her ankle in three places in a 
charity parachute jump. 

The 33 year old became 
disorientated during her 
descent from 3,500ft and 
crashed into a ditch after 
forgetting to pull on toggles 
to slow her down. 

But despite facing the next 
four months in plaster and a 
year with metal plates in her 
leg, the youth worker from 
Haverhill could still see the 
funny side of her misfortune. 
“My ankle’s been smashed 
to smithereens, but if you 
asked anyone who would 
be most likely to do 
something like this, they’d 
say me,” she said. 

“It’s only my ankle, so 
there’s nothing to be upset 
about - it will heal.” 

Eileen, who received a day’s 
training before the jump, got 
into difficulties soon after 
leaping out of the plane over 
Chatteris Airfield. 

“I’m not very good with 
directions so when I was 


coming down I was in the 
wrong place and at the 
wrong altitude,” she said. 
“The instructor told me to 
bring myself down - but I 
forgot to pull the toggles, 
and I landed face down in a 
ditch two fields away from 
where I was meant to be. 

It’s such a funny thing to 
happen.” 

Eileen and her friend Lizzie 
Ward, also from Haverhill, 
did the jump on November 
4 to raise money for the 
Wednesday for Women 
community group and St 
Nicholas Hospice, Bury St 
Edmunds. 

She spent nine days in 
Peterborough District 
Hospital after the accident. 
But Eileen, who is married 
with two young daughters, 
is now hoping to turn her 
injury to her advantage. 
“When people ask to sign 
my cast I’ll ask them to give 
some sponsorship money - 
we’ve already raised several 
hundred pounds.” 

So the big question is: 
would Eileen do another 
parachute jump? 

“Yes I would,” she said, “but 
this time I’d make sure that I 
learnt my left from right!”

WORRIED patients came face- 
to-face with Primary Care 
Trust (PCT) staff in a show¬ 
down over cuts to GP services 
in Haverhill. 

Around 50 members of the public 
met senior officers from Suffolk PCT 
who explained that £280,000 would be 
slashed from the town’s GP budgets 
from April. 

A 10,000-signature petition has 
already been delivered to the Prime 
Minister by Marion McLaine and Ann 
Sisson, from Haverhill’s two surgeries 
at Christmas Maltings, Camps Road. 
And the Haverhill public came out in 
force again at the Haverhill Arts 
Centre on Saturday to show their 
outrage. 

PCT officers were there to explain 
the changes to GP contracts in Suffolk 
and provide details of how they would 
affect the three Haverhill practices.

They claimed the “restructuring” was 
not about cuts to care and the PCT was 
proposing improvements for patients 
with longer opening hours and more 
services. 

But Ms Sisson, practice manager of 
Dr Mohan’s surgery, said: “By re¬ 
ducing our budget by a significant 
amount these extra doctors and nurses 
could be lost - vastly reducing the 
amount of appointments we currently 
offer. 

“If, as the PCT states, we have the 
lowest level of patient satisfaction in 
Suffolk, I fail to see how reducing our 
budgets will help in any way to imp¬ 
rove services. I feel we will be letting 
the patients of Haverhill down.” 

She added: “We have been to 
Downing Street but I think now this is 
to no avail.” 


Health chiefs have pledged that no 
jobs or services will be lost at 
Haverhill surgeries. 

Carole Taylor-Brown, PCT chief 
executive, said all three practices 
currently receive funding higher per 
patient than the Suffolk average - 
ranging from £14 to £23 more. 

She said: “Our review of contracts 
showed there was little evidence to 
show that those practices with higher 
levels of funding had achieved more 
for patients. 

“We hope that the improvements - 
such as increased opening hours - will 
help to improve services for people in 
Haverhill. 

“I do, however, understand the 
concerns which is why we will support 
the practices to implement the 
changes and phase in the funding 
reductions.”

PARENTS have turned 
out in force to oppose 
plans to axe middle 
schools in Suffolk. 

At the halfway point of the 
period of consultation meetings 
around Haverhill, more than 
1,000 people had turned out to 
respond - and the same number 
had already completed quest¬ 
ionnaires online and by post. 

The proposals have been 
described as a “disaster” and 
“totally inadequate” by Martin 
Goold, county secretary of the 
teachers’ union, the NUT, and 
have also faced fierce opposition 
from parents. 

Coun Patricia O’Brien, the 
county council’s portfolio 
holder for children, schools and 
young people’s services, des¬ 
cribed the amount of feedback 
as “very encouraging”. 

She called on residents to 
make their views known on the 
controversial plans until the 
end of the consultation period, 
January 18. 

She said: “There is plenty of 
time to look at the consultation 
documents, to consider all the 
options and to fill in a 
questionnaire. 

“It is important to remember 
the consultation is not a voting 
exercise. We want to collect 
views on the various options to 
judge which option best meets 
the criteria which the county 
council agreed in March. 


“We recognise there will be 
strong views about all the 
options, and we welcome open 
discussions about them. 

“In the final outcome, how¬ 
ever, the option or options put 
forward for approval to Suffolk’s 
Cabinet must match the estab¬ 
lished requirements for edu¬ 
cational standards: inclusion 
and wider opportunities for all 
children and young people, cost, 
sustainability and environ¬ 
mental impact. 

“Only by staying close to 
these principles can we be 
confident that we will arrive at 
the best possible solution for the 
children and young people of 
Suffolk.” 

A number of meetings were 
due to take place this week. The 
last four meetings in the 


Haverhill area will be held in 
the coming fortnight. 

The meeting at Clements CP 
School will take place at 6.30pm 
on Tuesday. 

The following day, meetings 
will take place at Chalkstone 
Middle School and Cavendish 
Primary School, both starting at 
7.30pm. 

The final meeting will take 
place on Wednesday, December 
12, at Hartest Primary School at 
7.30pm. 

Schools in the Newmarket 
area will also be affected by the 
plans. 

The town is scheduled for the 
second phase of the review, 
which is due to begin in 
summer 2008. For more details

How will this 
funding cut 
help service? 

Sir, The Primary Care Trust’s Carole Taylor- 
Brown stated at the public meeting on 
Saturday that “there will be no reduction in 
the amount of money available for general 
practices in Suffolk”. 

While this is true for Suffolk as a whole, this 
is not true for Haverhill, where there will be a 
very significant reduction in funding for 
general practice. 

Haverhill will experience the biggest cut in 
funding of its health services of any town in 
Suffolk. 

The Primary Care Trust (PCT) agreed in the 
meeting held at the Haverhill Town Hall on 
Saturday, November 24, that it was 
concerned about the lack of health services 
as a whole in Haverhill. It accepted that, 
among towns of equivalent size in Suffolk, 
Haverhill was the only one which had no 
service other than the health service 
provided by GPs and community services 
based in the town. 

The PCT stated that “they were not aware 
what practices had done with the extra 
money received”. 

However, for the Christmas Maltings and 
Clements Practice, the PCT specifically 
provided extra funding to allow the practice 
to develop and extend services provided 
from the Clements site in Haverhill - 
including the building of a new, improved 
surgery. This is clearly evident for all to see. 
So we find the statement that the PCT 
cannot see what has been achieved with 
the money rather odd, as it needs only to 
visit the site of the Clements Surgery to see 
what has been achieved. 

The PCT accepts that some practices will 
gain extra funding from the redistribution of 
resources. 

This funding will not follow any assessment 
of health needs, and practices receiving 
extra funding will not be required to identify 
how that extra funding is to be spent. 

We are naturally disappointed that the PCT 
states the dissatisfaction of patients with 
the level of service in Haverhill. But we fail to 
see how a nearly one-fifth reduction in 
funding for general practice can help 
improve services and hence increase 
satisfaction. 

It would appear that the PCT is penalising 
the patients of Haverhill further, and further 
deterioration in service must be all but 
inevitable with this level of funding 
reduction. 

The olive branch offered in the form of the 
possibility of a new, innovative health centre 
coming to Haverhill is news to all the GPs in 
the town. 

It seems unfortunate that a year of 
extremely difficult negotiations - creating 
uncertainty around the future of general 
practice in Haverhill - is likely to have 
damaged the relationship between general 
practice in Haverhill and the PCT. 

It would have been much more helpful if the 
new services to deal with the lack of health 
facilities in Haverhill which Mrs Taylor-Brown 
admitted in her statement could have been 
addressed in ways other than funding 
reduction.

Emergency 
planning 
facing cuts 


A DECISION to slash the 
budget for emergency 
planning in Suffolk has 
been strongly criticised 
by opposition coun¬ 
cillors. 

The county council is plan¬ 
ning to cut £50,000 from the 
joint emergency planning unit. 

Members of the council’s 
public protection scrutiny 
committee were assured that 
the cuts would not adversely 
affect emergency provision. 

But Coun Roger Bellham, 
Labour leading member for 
public protection, attacked the 
proposals put forward for next 
year’s budget. 

He said: “The Labour group 
is very concerned by these 
cuts. In the last year, the 
county has had to deal with 
avian flu, Blue Tongue and the 
flooding alert - now is not the 
time to chip away at funding 
for emergency planning.” 

The committee argued that 
previous budget cuts had had a 
“negative impact on service 
provision”, and said costs

should be claimed back from 
Government departments. 

Coun John Field, committee 
chairman, said that the cuts 
were from planning for all 
eventualities, and would not 
lead to any reductions in 
funding for dealing with 
emergencies. 

He said: “Public protection is 
a very visible and essential 
part of the work of the county 
council - critical to residents’ 
safety, as the past year has 
shown us. 

“It is vital that any proposed 
savings and cuts are examined 
thoroughly and that members 
have the opportunity to ask 
questions of the portfolio 
holder and officers. 

“The devil is often in the 
detail, and the committee and 
councillors from across the 
county council have scrutin¬ 
ised these proposals and 
engaged in debate on what they 
actually mean for Suffolk.”

Migrants 
to get own 
advice help 

FARSI, Pushtu and Sylheti are 
increasingly being spoken in 
Cambridgeshire’s streets, 
according to experts. 

They are among the six most 
common non-English lang¬ 
uages in the county, along with 
Polish, Portuguese and Mand¬ 
arin Chinese. 

Now Cambridgeshire County 
Council has translated leaflets 
spelling out support services 
for adults in all six languages. 

Farsi and Pushtu are spoken 
in Iran and Afghanistan while 
Sylheti is a Bengali dialect. 

It will cost the council £2,000 
to produce the leaflets. 

A spokesman for the council 
said it had taken the decision 
to offer the leaflets in other 
languages because of the 
growing population and 
increasing numbers of older 
people who may need to access 
services. 

The leaflets will explain how 
potential service users, 
families or carers can find out 
about the services available, 
how to contact the county 
council’s Adult Support 
Service and where to get more 
information on the available 
help and support. 

The council also offers an on- 
request translation service to 
enable all of its publications to 
be translated into any language 
or put into another format 
such as audio cassette, 
CD/DVD, Braille, or large 
print.

CONSERVATIVE county 
councillors have refused to 
say whether they back the 
authority’s own controvers¬ 
ial plans for congestion char¬ 
ging in Cambridge. 

Each of the 68 members of 
Cambridgeshire County Council 
was contacted and asked if they 
agreed with proposals to charge all 
motorists, including residents, for 
driving in the city between 7.30am 
and 9.30am, Monday to Friday, and 
to explain their position. 

Just two out of 42 Conservatives - 
who are believed to be split over the 
issue - commented, while 21 out of 
22 Liberal Democrats replied with 
the same party line objecting to the 
plans. Two Labour councillors also 
replied. 

Coun Keith Walters, new leader of 
the Conservative group, said it was 
not the right time to ask councillors 
for their views because of the start 
of public consultation and advised 
his members to abstain. 

Public consultation has started, 
with 23 roadshows under way 

Coun David Jenkins, Liberal 
Democrat group leader, said his 
party’s unanimity showed “honest 
consensus”. 

Coun Peter Brown, for Hunting¬ 


don, and Bourn’s Coun Lister Wil¬ 
son, who revealed a backbench 
rebellion against the plans, were the 
only Conservatives to go on the 
record. 

Coun Wilson said: “My views on 
congestion charging are now well 
known. 

The Transport Innovation Fund 
(TIF) bid is in public consultation 
until February. At the same time, 
group members will get a copy of 
the 183-page bid and have a chance 
to read it. 

“When we have all the objections 
in from the consultation, the group 
will then have its first chance to 
discuss the bid and what to do with 
any Government response.” 

Coun Brown said: “I am awaiting 


the results of the consultation 
before making a decision.” 

The Liberal Democrats object to 
the scheme on seven counts. 

They claim the present bid for 
£500 million to the TIF is unaccept¬ 
able because it does not tackle 
carbon emissions, only congestion, 
and it does not preserve surplus 
income from the scheme solely for 
spending on public transport, 
cycling and walking. 

They say it also does not offer 
adequate public transport improve¬ 
ments within the city or between 
Cambridge and the rest of the 
county; it fails to provide for special 
needs groups, for example discounts 
for disabled people; and it lacks 
support from the district councils 


directly affected. 

“They also feel there is a lack of 
evidence to justify the proposed 
hours of operation or the boundary 
from which charges will apply 

Coun Jenkins said the party’s 
position statement had “really 
strong input from the city and South 
Cambridgeshire as well as some 
input from Huntingdonshire and 
East Cambridgeshire as well. There 
are no substantial dissenters on it so 
we are not strong-arming anyone, 
even if we could.” 

Coun Martin Ballard, Labour 
group leader, said: “City residents 
should certainly not be charged 
when they do not add to congestion, 
for example when driving out of the 
city against the traffic stream.”

Stop means 
stop, drivers 
are warned 

A COUNCIL is getting tough with 
drivers who fail to stop for school 
crossing patrols and warning them 
they could face prosecution. 

Many drivers think stopping for a 
school crossing patrol is a matter of 
courtesy but motorists are legally 
bound by the 1984 Road Traffic Act 
to stop. 

Suffolk County Council in part¬ 
nership with other local authorities 
in the eastern region is running a 
School Crossing Patrol Stop Means 
Stop campaign. The campaign 
targets drivers who fail to stop for 
school crossing patrols. 

Guy McGregor, portfolio holder 
for roads and transport said: 
“School crossing patrols play an 
important role in ensuring that 
children are able to travel to and 
from school safely. With the dark 
mornings and nights getting closer 
the officers are there to ensure that 
pedestrians feel safe while crossing. 

“I would ask that drivers 
travelling through areas where 
there are schools and where patrol 
officers are operating to please 
allow more time for your journey, to 
slow down and be to ready stop 
when requested to do so. 

“Suffolk County Council staff 
have the right to work without fear 
of assault or intimidation. As an 
authority we will actively prosecute 
anyone who does not respect this 
right. A driver who is prosecuted 
can receive points on their licence, 
a substantial fine of up to £1,000 
and as a consequence in some cases 
lose their licence.”

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Spence hopeful after 
Westminster meeting 


CHIEF Constable Julie 
Spence is hopeful her force 
will get extra cash next year 
and a better financial settle¬ 
ment in the future after a 
showdown in Westminster 
with the Home Secretary. 

The head of Cambridgeshire’s 
police force told Jacqui Smith that 
rapid population growth was putting 
extra pressure on budgets and 
without more Whitehall money she 
would have to cut the number of 
bobbies on the beat. 

Ms Spence, Cambridgeshire Police 
Authority chairman Keith Walt¬ 
ers and its chief executive Philip 
Peaston hammered home the 
message that increasing economic 
migration and house building 
proposed for the county had left the 
police short of cash to carry out 
their duties. 

After the meeting in Mrs Smith’s 
parliamentary office, they expressed 
optimism the Home Secretary had 
listened to their case. 

Mrs Smith said she would respond 
to their representations within a 
month. The Home Office’s final 
financial settlements for forces 
across England and Wales are due 
early next month. 

Mrs Spence, who caused a 
political storm after saying that the 
vast number of Eastern European 
immigrants coming to Cambridge-

shire put extra pressures on her 
force because of cultural and 
language difficulties, said: “I am 
hopeful that next year we might get 
extra cash from the Home Office 
because of the rapidly growing 
population in Cambridgeshire that 
we would not get without putting 
our case directly to the Home 
Secretary. 

“I am also optimistic that future 
financial settlements for Cambridge¬ 
shire will reflect this need for 
flexibility because of our particular 
problems.” 

Ms Spence said that she had made 
the point that Cambridgeshire 
police suffered specific problems 
because of the county’s diversity - 
partly because of the international 
nature of the city and its university 
and also the extensive use of 
different and changing migrant 
communities in the fruit 
and vegetable growing and pro¬ 
cessing industries. Cambridge and 
Huntingdon have been also ear¬ 
marked by the Government as one of 
the fastest growing areas in the 
country. 

Ms Spence said: “We told the 
Home Secretary that it was not just 
about migrant workers but the sheer 
increase of population in the county. 

“We need an extra £1 million next 


year or we will have to cut the 
numbers of police officers and 
support staff. I don’t expect to get 
that but Mrs Smith, whose own 
constituency in Redditch reflects 
some of our problems, listened very 
sympathetically to our case. 

“We are not saying that Eastern 
Europeans are more criminal but 
that if we arrest someone, we have 
to get someone to speak the 
language and translate which takes 
twice as long. 

“There are also problems with 
victims of crime and witnesses 
where they may not want to come to 
the police after their experience of 
Communist eastern Europe.” 

Coun Walters, the caretaker Con¬ 
servative leader of Cambridgeshire 
County Council, said: “We got a very 
good hearing. I said the county 
police needed an extra £2 million. I 
do not expect to get that but I am 
hopeful of extra flexibility in the 
county police budget in the future to 
take account of our particular 
problems.” 

A Home Office spokesman said: 
“The Home Secretary listened 
carefully to the concerns expressed 
by Cambridgeshire police. We have 
set up the Migration Impacts Forum 
to consider the impacts of migration 
and we will consider any evidence 
provided by the police, together with 
colleagues from communities and 
local government.”

BMW’s cult coupe delight 


I WAS up very early at 
the recent autumnal 
BMW multi-model 
launch here in the UK 
for two good reasons, 
writes Adam Swift. 

One, the heating in my 
room wasn’t working; and 
two, there was a car I 
wanted to get my hands on. 

That motor was the 135i 
Coupe, a brand new sports 
car packing the 
“International Engine of 
the Year 2007” award¬ 
winning twin-turbocharged 
3.0-litre petrol engine. First, 
though, a look around. The 1 
Series Coupe takes up space 
in a nicely macho yet 
understated way, a million 
miles from the other-worldy 
Z4 Coupe and also, 
importantly, sufficiently 
individual in relation to the 
1 Series hatchback. 

Climb aboard and you are 
in familiar territory with 
near-perfect driving 
position, understated 
ergonomic precision, and 
subtle yet sporting themes. 
Two interior styles of 
dashboard are available, one 
with navigation, one 
without. If navigation is 
specified, an electrically 


folding colour display is 
housed in the centre top of 
the dashboard, with the 
iDrive controller fitted on 
the centre console adjacent 
to the gearstick. 

Slot the keyfob into the 
centre console, prod the 
starter button and the twin 
turbocharged 3.0-litre petrol 
unit sparks to life. 

Curiously the 135i Coupe 
felt more comfortable and 
yielding than its hatchback 
sibling, perhaps because the 
Coupe’s stronger rigidity 
lets the suspension work 
more effectively. This means 
that you are at the wheel of 
a little sports car that dis¬ 
plays exemplary control and 
minimal lean through 
corners, yet rides with more 
grace than you would 
expect. This model also 
features an electronic 
differential to aid traction 
while accelerating out of 
corners. 

And performance? Well 
the 135i deserves to carry 
the “M” moniker as it is 
actually not far off the pace 
of an M3. Glance at the 
figures and you will note 
that it comfortably trounces 
equivalents like the Golf 
R32 and Audi S3 - and even

embarrass Porsche Cayman 
S owners. In the end 
however it is the nature of 
the power delivery that 
boggles the mind more than 
the bald figures. Given an 
inviting swathe of empty 
country road I floored the 
accelerator in second and 
then third gears. The pace 
was relentless right across 
the rev range, and the 
strangest thing of all was 
that the turbos kept 
themselves completely 
silent. Hit the throttle at 
almost any engine speed 
and there is a mountain of 
torque on tap. 

The fat steering wheel 


gives you something to hang 
on to as you go into 
hyperdrive, while the gear¬ 
shift is typical BMW - 
meaty yet positive. When 
you need to erase 
momentum, the massive 
discs in the high- 
performance braking 
system are awesome, with 
six-piston calipers at the 
front and two-piston 
calipers at the rear for 
greater stopping power.
